Any re visiting 
the Bitates on the KintBatangan, Labak, and 
Sugut rivers cannot fail to notice the retreat of 
the malaria! forest aud the advance of the large 
area of oleating’ which in its course roots out the 
tnalarial inflaences, In the matter of dist: also 
there is an enormous change from 1868. On 
firat atarting tobacoo plantations in this country 
it was naturally impossible to supply veratables 
to the Chinaae coolies un the estates, unless they 
wore imported from Sandaken, Kudat, and elne- 
whora. Now, howevet, that the plantations ore 
well established, avary estate has its own vera. / 
table gardeus: whence the ooolies derive o nover 
failing supply of carden xtuff such os Chinese 
lottnoa, baan, brinjalls, radishes, pumpkins, aqua- 
shos, and obitis cum meultis aliis. Fish are p'an- 
tifal, both galt, dried, or frash. On tha rivers 
such ax tho Kinabatangan, Segama, Labo, and _ 
Sugat fresh fish are in abundauce, and only invite 
catching, while the kedais in the Estate sap- 
ply the dried and saltod variety in duy quan 
tity and at miost reasonable, rates. Given tha 
Chinese ooolie fit and willing to work in the de- 
Yolopmont of an estate, the food ha requires is 
all ready to his band, and if will not be the 
absonoe of his favourite diet that sonds him into 
the Estate Hospital, We would recommend 
any preuto philanthropiet imbaed with the idea 
that coolias on estates aro, badly treated, and 
badly fed, to -visit North Horneo and take a 
tour of ingpaction. round the Bust and Wost 
Coast plantations, Their deubis would be. 
most speedily resolved. The fact is that on. sll 
sstatos- with-hardly an- axception the planters 
ind it to their interest to look after the well- 
being of-the coalies, aud to. sao they ara pro-. 
porly treated when -sick or well. There have 
beon ono or two exesptions lately, bat both 
offenders have been promptly brought to book 
by the Magistrates of ths Imaigration Dopart- 
wont.
